Temaft have been the great Benefits that this Fifh, be- 
snd all others, has beftowed on Mankind. To the Poor, 
‘ many Countries, it is a very confiderable Part of their 
flenance: And even tothe Rich, who by their Religion 
re obliged to abftain a great Part of their Time from the 
of tetreftrial and aerial Animals, it affords a perpe- 
mal Difh to vary the Luxury of their Pifcine Feftivals. 
Bat the greatelt Benefit of all, in the Judgment at leaft of 
hole who enjoy it, is the vaft and inexhauitible Fun of 
Wealth which the Herring Fifbery affords to thofe who are 
ployed in it: And of which our Neighbours in the 
Netherlands have ever been fo fenfible, that they have not 
ropled, by Way of Metaphor, to call it a Golden Mine 
n their public Regulations for the Management of that 


From either of thefe Caufes it was not annatural to call 
Herring the King of Fifb. But there are fome peculiar 
Qualities in the Fith itfelf, which are not commonly 
own, that might contribute their Share to the [mpofition 
of this Name. The Herring, though weak in the Water, 
nd endow'd with fo fmall a Share of Life as. not to fur- 
ive & Minate out of that Element, is remarkable for the 
Royal Paffion of Re/entment. If we may believe a fa- 
nous natural Hiflorian, whofe Words ‘are quoted below, 
the whole Species of them have been fo offended at an In- 
offer'd to one of their Body, that they have almoft en- 
inely deferted the inhofpitable Shore where fuch Treat- 
nent has been met with from the barbarous Inhabitants. 

If this Paflage be true, we mutt allow them to have a 
exalted Senfe of the Point of Honour, even exceeding 
that of our moft punétilious Gentlemen of the Sword -: 
For though they did not refent the Deftrution of Millions 
of their Species annually in the fair Way of War, and 
the Daglutition of their Fleth after they were made Cap- 
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tives by the Retiariam Art, they difdained to put up fuch 
an Indignity as the Scourging a fingle Herring with Rods. 
Juft as the military Gentleman fubmits to have his Limbs 
lop’d off by an Enemy, or without repining meets the 
Sword that is to deprive him of Life : But if you give him 
only a gentle Kick on the Pofteriors, or a Twitch by the 
Nofe, or bafely treat him with oprobrious Language, 
his Stomach rifes indignant at the Affront, and he is not 


to be pacify’d without the moft crucl Vengeance upon the 
Aggreffor. 


Another Thing obfervable of the Herring is, that his 
Body is generally found empty o Food whenever he is 
opened : ‘i he Reafon of which, as affigned by the natural 





Hiftorian before quoted, is, guia jijunum tantum babet 


| intgPinum, ‘* becaufe he has no Inteiine but the Fejuzum, 


or Fafting-gut.” Though we do not fay that this is em- 
blematical of what Kings commonly are, yet we may af- 
firm it to be fo of what Kings ought to be, in Countries 
where they depend on the People for conftant Supplies to 
fupport their Dignizy, The Royal Coffers, in fuch Coun- 
tries, like the fingle Gut of the Herring, fhould ferve only 
as Trunks of Conveyance, or Pipes vf Paflage, to return the 
Money back among theSubjeéts which it receives from them. 
They fhould be open at both Ends, at one to admit, and 
at the other to difcharge, by a conftant Circulation, that 
large Portion of the natural Weaith which unavoidably 
takes that Courfe. They fhould hzve no finking unequal 
Bottom or Cavity, contrived to ftop and retain a Part of 
all that paffes through them: For fuch Bottoms, where 
they are, do not only deprive the People of fo much of 
their juft Due as is there buried, but mutt greatly clog 
and retard the Currency of the Whole, which in no Place 
fhould move on fo fmoothly and f{wiftly as through the 
Royal Treafury. e 

I muft appeal to my Readers, whether this may not 
ferve for another Reafon, why the Denomination of King 
of the Fifh is jallly applicable to the Herring. 


To fay that this Fith is Royal Food, is no more than may 
be predicated of moft of the other watery Tribes. But if 
we could fuppofe this Name to have a prophetic Reference 
to the prefent Times, much might be fairly concluded 
from it even in thisSenfe. I will aot build, however, on 
fo bold a Suppofition, but take it for granted, that his’ Ma-

Difpatch) it could be only that they tafted Dutch Herrings 
by Way of Comparifon; the better to diftinguifh how

much they were exceeded by thole of Englih Curing. 
And certainly it was wifely done by the Gaxeteer of Gi cat 
Britain, to publith the Paragraph relating to the two Kegs 
fent from Hamburg to Hanover by a Courier, if it were 
only toexpel the Poifon of that malignant Article, which 
had fome Days before got into the other Papers. 


I fhould have been pleafed yet more, if the fame authen- 
tic Regifter had recorded the Introduétion of Herrings into 
a City Feaff by the brave and honeft Mr. Vernon. But 
though this Piece of patrioic Hiftory be omitted in the 
C—tl Chronicle, I would hope the Practice may be 
continued in all future Entertainments of the fame Na- 
ture, 

While our Fifhermen meet with fuch Succefs, that only 
two Englifa Bufics feem almoft to vie with a whole Dutch 
Fleet, perbaps it may be thought good Policy, or at leat 
neighbourly Complaifance, to prevent our Batavian 
Friends being too much dcejeéted and difheartened in their 
old Trade, by giving Orders that they thould not be ob- 
ftruéted in their Zaudable Rivalfhip. But I would prefume 
this equitable Provifion, which feems calculated to cure us 
of that national Partiality for which we have fo often beer 
cenfared, will not be extended fo far, as to become a Dif- 
Couragement to our own Adventurers in Favour even of 
our bef Friends. For if this fhould prove the Cafe, will 
it not turn our prefent Joy inte Mourning ? In the mean

Tt will be perceived by my Motto, that I have been 
looking to fee what the Antients have left us concerning 
Herrings. There is indeed noth'ng more exprefied in the 
Words I have chofen, than thata fmirking Dam(el brings 
in a Herring upon a red, or earthen Dith. But if the 
whole Epigram, (which I do not chufe to repeat) be con- 
fulted, the learned Reader will find that it was a powdered 
or pickled Herring, and that it was greatly depended on as 
a Comforter and Provocative to Nature. As to Earthen 
Ware, it was much ufed and efteemed by the Romans. 

Martial is not fingular in his Defeription of /cafomed 
Herrings as giving a high Relith to the Luxury of the Pae 
late: Twice, if not oftener, they are introduced by Ho- 
race in the fame Seale, and in one Place, where he puts the 
Words in the Mouth of a philofophical Cook, or French 
Refiner on the Delicacies of the Table, he feems to have 
had Knowledge of the modern Dith called a Salmogundy, 
in which pickled Herrings are fo confiderable an | ngredient. 
His Cook claims to himfelf the Invention of this Dith, of 
fomething very like it, as will appear from the Paflage. 
After telling us that the Apples of Tidur are better than 
thofe of Ancona; that the Venufian Raifins will keep, if 
you do but take Care to cover them; and that thole of 
Alba, on the contrary, are belt preferved by expofing them 
to the Smoke, he proceeds :

I know fome of the Critics take upon them to main- 
tain, that 4/ec, or Halec, does not always fignify Herring 
in the claffica! Authors, but fhould rather be taken, in 
fome of the Places I have quoted, for a Pilchard, for any 
{mall Fith, or for a Sort of Tavoury Liquid extraéted from 
Fithes. But the Critics are known to bea perverfe and 
my fterious Generation, who always hunt after an obfcure 
and far.fetch’d Meaning, when the true one is natural and 
obvious, asto me it appears in all thefe Paflages. I would 
appzal to any Man of Tafte, whether any other pickled 
Fith, or any pifcine’Extra& that is known to the improved 
Luxury of the prefeat Age, could anfwer the Purpofe fo 
plainly marked out in thefe feveral Places, better than 
pickled Hervings. And as Alec, in its primitive Senfe, is 
acknowledged to fignify Herring, why fhould any other 
Interpretation be fought for it without Neceflity ? 

I will conclude this Paper with a Declaration, that I 
propote to take the firft Opportunity of feafoning my 
Throat with an Englifh pickled Herring, that I may toatt 
off a full Bumper to the Succefs of the Briti Herring 
Fiery!

The Space which it occupied, was inftantly filled 
ith Earth which heaved up.* A Hermit, Inhabitant of a 
ighbouring Mountain, relates, that.be heard the Rocks 
bike againit each other with fuch Noife, that he thought 
hve Barth was disjointed, and the Mountains were 
ping to be fwallowed up. The Alarm was fo great in 
at Canton, that the Inhabitants went to lodge in 
‘ents in the Fields. In the Caftle of the City of Lourde 
a Tower, whofe Walls are of an immenfe Thicknefs, 
hich was rent from Top to Bottom. Almott the whole 
the Chapel in the fame Caftle tumbled down. In the 
illage of Goncales, which is but ata little Diftance, fome 
ouies were overturned, and feveral Perfons buried in the 
wigs, The Vaults of the Monaftery and Church of the 
bbey Of St. Pée, of the Benediétine Order, were rent. 
Tarbis, from. ten at Night of the 24th to ten next Morn- 
four Shocks were felt, each preceeded by fubterra- 
tous Groanings, and the Roof of the Cathedral was rent 
feveral Places. Onthe 26th, about an Hour after Mid- 
ght, a fifth Shock was felt in the fame City, which 
rew down half the Wall of an old Tower in the Place de 
fanbourgoet. There were two other Shocks the fame 
hy between four and five in the Morning.
